An Eyewitness Report 


Cl no. 18 reported the Warsaw and Gdansk demonstrations 
aitibalng face in food, fuel and transport prices. The 
Jaruzelski regime introduced these in its drive towards a 


"socialist market economy" 


- an attempt to deal with the 


country’s economic crisis through rationing by price: 
the few who can afford will be able to buy. 


These increases cut heavily 
into peoples’ ability to make 
ends meet. Basic costs like 
bus fares were increased to 3 to 
5 times the old fare. Through- 
out the Spring, there was a 
growing feeling that things 
couldn't go on this way, 


Towards the end of April, 
groups of workers attempted 
to recoup their losses. On the 
25th, a strike by transport 
workers in Bydgoszcz, appat- 
ently backed by the local 
OPZZ official trade union, 
won a large pay rise. 


‘The {owing day, 20,000 
workers struck at the Lenin 
Steel Works at Nowa Huta, 
near the country's former 
capital, Krakow. Their 
demands were more signit- 
icant: not merely a 50% pay 
tise for themselves, but also

The demands made by the 
Nowa Huta workers became 
widely known, The next day, 
the strike spread to other steel 
mills, at Bochnia (near 
Krakow) and to 18,000 workers 
at Huta Stalowa Wola in the 
south, Again, the workers’ 
demands included _ reinstate- 
ment of sacked activists as well 
as pay rises. 


The May Day weekend was 
now approaching: significant 
not merely because the regime 
claims May Day as its own 
celebration, but also because of 
the anniversary of the first 
independant Polish parliament 
two days later, On Friday 29th 
April, prominent Soli 
activists across Poland 
to be detained, the Militia 
presence on the street of the 
citizens increased: foot patrols 
every fifty. yards or so and 
reserves down side streets. 


On the morning of Sunday

On the evening of 3rd May, a 
Mass in the Warsaw Old Town, 
commemorating the 1791 
parliament, provided the focal 
point for another confrontation 
with the Mil Everyone was 
anticipating trouble, the Militia 
had its backup vehicles and 
reinforcements at the ready. 
After the Mass, there were 
scuffles for an hour, while 
loudhailers told the protestors 
to go home.

Dear 

Thanks for your recent letter and news of events political and otherwise 
in Scotland and England. Is there any chance of you getting me and some 
of my friends at the University invited over to Britain so that we can see for 
ourselves exactly what's going on? It would be great to meet you face to 
face and chat at length. 

| liked what you had to say about the "Variant" Art magazine and Karen 
Eliot's work in particular. Could you send me back-copies? 

I'm glad that you've been reading about the "Major" and "Orange 
Alternative" in "Here and Now". Their people were over here last year so 
they should have got a fair impression of what's going on. | am told that 
there is another article on Polish "Socialist Surrealism" in the Americal 
journal "Across Frontiers" which you could look around for. 

What connections can we make between subversive happenings here 
and in Britain, you ask? Well after reading what you had to say about the 
Poll Tax, Rushdie and the "Burning" in Glasgow last Summer, my 
imagination got to work on the idea and | came up with the following: 

1) Select a piece of unused land in the city with space around it. 
Orange Alternative have been able to draw in thousands to their events. 

2) Build a big bonfire. Be careful of the secret police. Try leaving bags 
of rubbish around. If they are not removed after a time add old disused 
furniture and you'll gradually accumulate sufficient combustible material. 

3) Select a day for the Happening. 

4) Put leaflets out before-hand. You could say on the leaflet something 
like: "You are invited to a Burning. Bring official orders, documents, forms, 
letters to burn as a protest against the authorities who oppress you. Wear 
something red - an arm-band, head-band, red clothes or shoes, 
whatever". If you want to use a phonéy name and address say it is 
inspired/organised by Orange Alternative, Wroclaw, Poland. Make the 
leaflet visually attractive.But don't forget there is no substitute for telling 
people face to face. 

5) What do you think of making and burning effigies of Thatcher and 
Khomenei? If you do make effigies, please include Jaruzelski in solidarity 
with our struggle. If not effigies, you could burn pictures of the Queen, the 
Pope, Hitler, Stalin etc. Use your imagination. I'd avoid burning books 
though: it's too suggestive of fascism and religion. 

6) Fancy dress is good. It makes people laugh, entertains the children 
and confuses the police who will be looking for someone to arrest. How 
about having Santa Claus as the Master of Ceremonies? Given that Santa 
is an anagram of Satan why not the Horned God himself? Or a pagan 
priestess or a fire Goddess? 

7) Make sure you have lots of people with cameras taking photos and 
making film/videos. As a symbolic piece of live theatre it deserves 
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recording. It makes for useful propaganda too. 

8) Avoid alchohol and drugs. Lots of drunken people will turn up, - 
that's O.K. - but it's important that the people in costumes be sober in case 
there is any trouble. Have your party after. 

9) Encourage food and music. Red food. Orange Alternative have hot- 
dog stalls at their happenings with lots and lots of red ketchup. You are 
more “organic” in the West, | am told. 

10) Have fun. There is nothing to fear but the power of your 
imagination. All power to the imagination! This is the great contribution 
surrealism has made to the development of human culture. 

You Say that you've read the latest news on the struggles over here in 
"Socialist Organiser’. There is lots going on at the moment especially with 
students. Hopefully one day you will come here to see for yourself. 
Students are highly critical of the recent "round table" talks and see the 
“official leadership" of the opposition as having "sold-out". My opinion is 
that it is a matter of time before the regime is overthrown. | just hope it is 
less than the 40 years we have already had to suffer. 

Good luck with your studies. If you are interested in Polish history, can | 
recommend Davies’ book "God's Playground"? I'm no historian but | am 
told by friends who are, that it is both accurate and entertaining to read. 

You say you have "Marxist" friends. What do you mean? Are they 
"Trotskyists"? There's alot of confusion here about "Marxism". Very few 
oppositionists call themselves "Marxist". It's understandable considering 
how we are taught in schools and universities. We have to study "Capital" 
by rote and if we don't get the definitions right then we are failed. | hope 
you have more freedom to study for yourselves in Britain. 

I'm sorry this is such a short letter but | have to go to a meeting of the 
Peace Group | am a member of.

Don't lose the form or ignore it. Don’t wait for 
the canvasser who may in any event have 
difficulty contacting you.

It is better 
to get the answers you need in writing then 
you can consider further steps, if any, you 
might want to take.

THE TORIES intend to implement the Poll Tax 
in Scotland on the 1st April 1989. The Stop 
It campaign has plans to prevent that from 
happening. 


The Tories know that the vast majority of 
Scots are opposed to the tax. Many resent the 
way it has been introduced. They are 
justifiably keen to defend their rights. 


The Poll Tax depends upon a register being 
compiled of everyone over the age of 18 years 
who is liable to pay. 


The Poll Tax is a bureaucratic nightmare. The 
paperwork is formidable and every year the 


tax will generate something close to 50 million 
pieces of paper. Little wonder the Poll Tax 
costs £29 million more to operate than the 
rating system. 


But the system is fragile and depends heavily 
on the goodwill of the public. Stop It wants 
to use this fact to beat the tax. 


Beginning in April the Registration Officer for 
your area will send a form to an individual in 
every household who he believes is the 
‘Responsible Person’’ with a statutory duty 
to supply information about residents in that 
house for Poll Tax purposes. 


The form may be delivered by post or by hand. 
The Registration Officer may have completed 
the form on the basis of information available 
to him. He will want you to check this for 
accuracy and to supply any additional 
information which is required. 


That is the theory ... But ... 


Everyone is entitled to know the basis upon 
which this form has been sent and how the 
information gathered will be used. 


Stop It wants as many people as possible to 
write questioning whether or not they should 
be the responsible person and if that causes 
difficulties we make no apology. 


So if you are not sure if you should be the 
responsible person in your household you 


should return the form to the Registration 
Officer and ask for guidance. 


Indeed if you are unclear as to the position the 
advice from the government itself is to ... 


SEND IT BACK. 


The letter can be very simple ... the aim is to 
get answers. And remember you shouldn't 
refuse to fill in the form as that may result in 
your incurring a penalty of up to £250 which 
could be added to your Poll Tax. Rather simply 
ask for information which will help you learn 
about the form and the questions which it 
asks.

Virtually every person aged 18 
or over will have to pay the poll tax. 
Every adult in a district council area will 
have to pay the same amount. The amount will 
vary from district to district, just as the rates do 
at the moment, 


The poll tax is not like other taxes, such as 
income tax, where the more money you earn, 
the more you pay. Every adult will be liable to 
pay the same flat rate, no matter what their 
income.

. f you live in private rented 
“seme accommodation at the moment then 
you may only pay rent. However, a portion 
of ihat will be to pay for the rates. If your rent is 
registered then the portion of your rent which is 
paid for rates will already have been worked out. 
You can find out how much by contacting the 
number at the end of this leaflet. 


If your rent ts not registered, then you can still 
ask your landlord how much of your rent is paid 
for rates 

If you have a problem finding out from your 
landlord how much of your rent is for rates you 
should contact us. You should also contact us if 
your landlord refuses to reduce the rent by the 
appropriate amount when the poll tax is 
introduced. Phone (0786) 74747 Ext 161 and 
ask for Marilyn Rooney. 

If you are a council tenant then you pay your 
rates and rent in one payment to the District 
Council. The new law will not allow rent and 
poll tax to be paid in the same way. Everyone 
will receive a separate bill.
